Examiner's Statement of Reason For Allowance 

2. The prior art of record does not teach nor fairly suggest the underlying structure and 
fiinction of the respond to an appUcation protocol request received over a network to be handled 
at a server without a context switch. This functionality is provided by providing an application 
protocol subsystem and protocol modules within the operating system kernel. The protocol 
subsystem creates an "in-kernel" application protocol stack that stores information regarding 
application protocol requests in a kernel request structure. A user Space appUcation can then 
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continue execution while the operating system responds to the application protocol request 
without context switching. 

In one embodiment, a server system, including an operating system according to the 
invention, includes a user space operable to estabUsh and maintain a user space request structure 
corresponding to the appUcation protocol request. The server system also includes an operating 
system kernel operatively connected to the user space. The kernel is operable to maintain a 
kernel request structure corresponding to the appUcation protocol request, using data received 
from the client in conjunction with the application protocol request. The kernel can also update 
the user space request structure so that the operating system can respond to the application 
protocol request without context switching.
